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MAINE 



AuousTA, Mb., Sept. 3— The 43d 
Annual Convention of the Maine 
Mission for the Deaf, was held in 
the Assembly Hall of the Y. M. C. 
A., Saturday afternoon, September 
ist. 

About seventy-five deaf people and 
friends attended the afternoon ses- 
sion. 

President Albert L. Carlisle, of 
Bangor, Me., was in the chair. 

Mr. W. H. Goldsmith, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., offered prayer. 

Then President Carlisle gave U8 
an address of welcome. He said he 
was pleased to see so many happy 
faces. 

The Maine Deaf-Mutes Mission 
was organized at Belfast, Me., De- 
cember 3i8t, 1877. There were 
seven persons present at that time. 
Since then the Convention has been 
held once every year. Many deaf- 
mutes had attended the conventions 
Many of them departed their lives 
on earth. Mr. Francis Staples was 
at the organization at that time, and 
has attended every convention since 
then. He is 88 years old. Mrs. 
Anna Brown, of Castine, Me., has 
attended all these conventions for 
43 years. 

President Carlisle said he has been 
a member of the Mission for 40 
years. Since the last Convention in 
Auburn in 1922 he has conducted 
several services for the deaf at 
various towns. 

He stated that the Mi.ssion has re- 
ceived $1,000 from a lady, who said 
she knew of a deaf-mute, Mr. Fisher 
O. Shoflord, of Bucksport, Me. 
The money was to be used toward 
the services for the deaf. She had a 
brother, Rev. Samuel Rowe, the 
missionary of the Maine Mission. 

The Maine Mission also receives 
an appropriation of about $200 from 
the State of Maine for the relief of 
the unfortunate deaf-mutes. 

President Carlisle spoke in behalf 
of the New England Home for the 
Aged, Blind and Infirm Deaf. It 
was first founded by Rev. Searing, 
who used to preach to the deaf in 
Boston years ago. 

President Carlisle said he had ex- 
amined the books of the treasurer, 
Mr. J. Fred Flynn, and said the re- 
ports were O. K. 

The revision of the Constitution 
and By Laws were composed by a 
committee of three headed by Miss 
Fannie Kimball, of Portland, and 
then the books were ])rinted on 
July, 1922. He added saying that 
the Maine Mission was governed by 
the Rules of Order. He closed his 
address with thanks for the atten- 
tion. 

Then Secretary, W. O. Kimball, 
of Portland, read the minutes of the 
previous convention at Auburn, Me., 
in 1922. 

Since the last convention eight 
deaf have died : 

Mr. Fred O. Skillin, Mr. James 
Johnson, Miss Fannie Smith, Mr. 
John Irwin, Mr. Francis Cyr, Mr. 
Isaac A. Brown, Miss Orianna 
Piper, Miss Heftter Sanborn. Mar- 
riages of the deaf were four. 

Report of the Treasurer, Mr. J. 
Fred Flynn, of Bangor, Me., show- 
ed that the Mission has $i,Ho^ 53. 

The Auditors report by Mr. Fogg, 
was satisfactory. 

Messrs. J. Stanley Light and 
Allen Meacham, of Ma.Hsachuselts ; 
W. S. Smith, of Pennsylvania, and 
Ira S. Worcester, were admitted as 
honorary members of the Mi.ssion. 

Portland, Me., was chosen as the 
next Convention in 1924. 

The Kveuiug Session was held in 
the same room. 

President Carlisle gave a talk on 
"The Deaf Motorists," which was 
interesting. It was from an edi- 
torial published in the Bangor /'at7j> 
News alwut two weeks ago. 

Mr. A. Meacham, of Boston, as 
president of the N. E. G. A., spoke 
in behalf of the Home for the Aged 
Deaf at Everett, Mass. 

Sunday forenoon all the deaf and 
friends assembled in the Y. M. C. 
A. 

Rev. Mr. A. L. Carlisle conducted 
the services. He took for the text 
Psalm 51:1^. which is n |)rayer in 
spirit. 

Sunday afternoon was spent visit- 
ing the vState House from the first 
floor up \o the dome. (In the first 
floor there is a Museum of Natural 
History, which was interesting. All 
the birds, animala, insects, butter- 



flies and moths, fishes, both living 
and stulTed, minerals and pieces of 
granite arc kept in the Musefum. 

Sunday evening Rev. J. Stanley 
Light, of Boston, conducted the 
service, which was well attended. 
He read Joshua 24111 chapter. 

Miss Fannie B. Kimball, of Port- 
land, .sang the hymn " My Faith 
Looks Up to Thee." 

Collections were taken up for the 
Home for the Aged Deaf at Everett, 
Ma.ss. 

Mi.ss Fannie Kimball presented 
the following resolutions, which 
were adopted :

Rtaolved, Thnt tlie Maine Mission for 
the Deaf heartily endorses the project, 
and urges that all deaf residents ot this

possible.

Uovernor K, Lee Trinkle, who 
visited and inspocled Ihe School for 
the Coioied Detf anti Blind yesler 
da;', was highly pleased svith the 
insiitniion presided overl)y William 
C Rilter, .Hs the Su|>erintendent. 

Governor Trinkle found the 
school property in fine condition, 
tlie farm in excellent sliape and the 
liuildiugs as spick aud spnu as a 
mililaiy reservatiou. He came un 
heralded to Superinlendeut Flitter 
aud his visit was a revelation to the 
Chief Kxi'C.ative of Virgiuia. Govor 
nor Trinkle expie^sed his pleasure 
over the condition of the insiiuitiou 
lo Mr. Rilter and praised the Super 
inteudeut for the fine work he is 
acoomplishing in the education of 
the 'bii'iil .'111,1 iiifif iif tint iMkivro 
race 

Mr. iviiMT WHS itie luree which 
resulted in the act of the legisla- 
ture to establish the Colored Deal' 
and Blind Sehool, and has been its 
superinle»<h>ni since llie school 
was ordeied cu structed by the 
lawmakers. He is intensely inter- 
ested in llie work an<l liis success 
has been due to his elTorls for the 
unfortunates of Ihe colored race. 

Governor Ti inkle waa accom- 
panied to the school by Colonel 
Leroy Hodges, chittf of tlie budget 
ot Virginia ; Colonel Harry R. 
llouslou aud A. A, Tadgett, mem- 



bers of the board of visitors at the 
school. 

After inspecting the buildings, 
the ground and the farm, the Gover- 
nor and his parly were the guests 
of Superintendent and Mrs. Rittei 
at luncheon. 

Governor Trinkle airived at the 
school at 10:15 and remained udUI 
12:45, when he boarded the Chesa 
peake and Ohio train for Richmond 
in Newport News. 

Colonel Harry R. Houston, Chair 
man of the Board, was equally as 
complimentary to Superintendent 
Rilter as was Qovernot Trinkle 
over the conditions of the build- 
iug-», grounds and the farm, as well 
as for the great work. Mr. Ritter 
is doing for the colored deaf and 
blind 

Mr. Rilter, himself deprived of 
of hearing and his speech, is bril 
lianlly educated, a man of fine 
business ability, and ctrries into 
his work the sympathy and pa- 
tience needed for institutions of 
the character of the school in Eliza- 
beth City County. 

Ml. Padgett said just after Go 
vernor Trinkle left the city at 1:80 
o'clock, that the executive seemed 
much pleased with the school, hav 
ing said that the housing oondi 
tions, in particular, are better here 
than at the wliite school at Siaun 
ton. Tho governor also spoke in a 
most complimentary manner of the 
aiiiniuistralion of Supeiiiitendeut 
Ritter, a graduate of the State 
School for Deaf and Blind al 
Staunton, Col. Leroy Hodges, the 
governor's chief of slaCf, also prais 
ed Mr. Ritter'a work, declaring that 
the hooks of the institution were in 
such shape that a casual inspection 
was all he found necessary lo show 
him all the school's aflfairs were In 
first rale shape. 

Governor Trinkle and Major 
Hodges are seeking first hand in- 
formation conceriug the needs of 
the various State institutions. 
Tliey already have visited several 
and will inspect others in the near 
future. They came here this morn- 
ing from Virginia Beach, where 
I hey inspected the National Guard 
Units in camp there. — Netvpori

Try making the acquaintance of a 
deaf-mute some time, having a paper 
and pencil to carry on the conversa- 
tion. They will surprise you with 
their education and general informa- 
tion.

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Thb following letter appeared in 
the Detroit Tinus, September 6th, 
and is from Mr. John M Orr, a 
man, who evidently is acquainted 
with the deaf, and is a strong argu- 
ment in behalf of deaf drivers of 
automobiles. It is headed 

Dbap vs. Drunkbn Drivers 
It is reproduced here to show 
bow those who know the deaf inti- 
mately have confidence in' their 
ability as motor drivers. 

To Thb Editor : " Wanted — 
A chauffeur, careful deaf-mute driver 
preferred." That is the way, I 
would advertise for a man lo drive a 
motor car, providing, of course, he 
he an experienced driver. 

The deaf-mute has " safety first" 
grounded into his very being. 
There are more than 200 deaf-mutes 
and thousands of people with de- 
fective hearing driving motor cars 
oa'tbe streets of Detroit, and have 
been for years. To my knowledge 
I have never read of an accident, 
where it was caused by inability to 
bear. 

Deafness is not the test when is- 
suing a license to drive a car. Of 
course there are deaf peoipe not 
fit to drive a car because deafness 
is found in all groups of people — 
people with other handicaps aside 
from deafness. To refuse a license 
to a man who paased every other 
test but bis hearing is taking unfair 
advantage of a group of jjeople who 
are much misunderstood by the 
general public. 

A deaf applicant for a motor car 
license in like a deaf applicant for 
a position. The first impression is 
very likely to prejudice the minds of 
the "hear- wells." 

Niney-nine per cent of driving is 
head work and eye-sight Really 
bow much can a normal hearing per- 
son hear while driving with the 
noise of the motor and the wind. It 
is not generally known that a per- 
son, though quite deaf, can bear 
even better than a normal hearing 
person from the noise and vibration 
of the engine. When driving the 
deaf all use the mirror and see what 
is behind them. 

The deaf are 100 per cent better 
risks at drivers than the drunks. 
Yet a man who is arrested for driv- 
ing while drunk has his license 
taken away from him only a certain 
length of time, yet who knows but 
what he will be drunk again as soon 
aa bis license is restored ? Even 
though he probably is only " under 
the influence of liquor" he is some- 
what out of his head, hence danger- 
ous to others. 

DrnnkenneM is an affliction the 
same as deafness. Yet who can say 
the deaf are dangerous to others? 
So if the deaf are to be refused a li- 
eens' -e a car, they should 

demanci tUat every one caught driv- 
ing while under the influence of li- 
joor faave their driving license per- 
manently taken from them. 

If it were not for deafness we 
would not have an Bdlaon, the wis- 
ard says ao himself, that normal 
bearing wotild be handicap with 
bim with his inventions, because liia 
deafness enables him to concentrate 



Respect Uoc the Wlag. 

The customary forms of respect 
due the flag are : 

It should not be hoisted before 
sunrise nor allowed ts remain up 
after sunset. Never allow it to 
touch the ground. 

When the national colors are pass- 
ing on parade or review, the specta- 
tors, if walking, halt, and if sitting, 
rise and stand with their hats placed 
over their left breast until the colors 
have passed. Any one In uniform 
keeps his bat on and salutes, com- 
mencing his salute a short period 
before the colors reach a point op- 
ix>site him and holding it until they 
have passed. Flags used merely as 
a decoration on a float are not salut- 
ed. 

When the flag is flown at half 
.staff as a sign of mourning it should 
he hoisted to full staff at the con- 
clusion of the funeral. To fly a flag 
at half-mast, hoist it briskly to full 
mast and lower slowly to half-mast. 
After the time for displaying it thu.s 
has passed, hoist it briskly to full 
mast and lower it slowly and with 
reverence to the ground. 

When displaying the American 
Flag against a dead wall, the fol- 
lowing rules governing the display 
.should he followed : 

When hung so that the stripes are 
horizontal the field should be in the 
upper left hand corner. 

When hung so that the stripes are 
perpendicular the field appears at 
the upper right hand corner. 

When displayed with a flag of 
another country or organization the 
American flag always has the other 
on its left— (The right of the be- 
holder). 

Platform Display. — When dis- 
played on a platform the flag is 
placed at the speaker's right hand 
.side. 

Display in Windows, etc. — In 
displaying a flag in a window, or on 
a porch, or on the outside of a 
building, it should be remembered 
that it is placed there for the benefit 
of the f>asserby. When hanging a 
flag in such a position, this fact 
.should l>e kept in mind so that the 
flag may not be incorrectly hung. 

^If in a window or on a porch, it 
will appear incorrectly bung when 
viewed from the inside, but to the 
paaaeiby the flag will be in its proper 
position. The same care should be 
taken in displaying two flags cross- 
ed in a window. The flags, when 
correctly placed and viewed from 
the interior, will have the American 
Flag on the right side and the other 
on the left side. This would be in- 
correct if it were not for the fact 
that we are placing the flag in the 
window for the benefit of those pass- 
ing on the outside. 

With Oar Flags. — When carried 
with a number of other flags, as in a 
parade or pageant, the American 
Flag should either he borne ahead 
of the others or in the center. If, 
however, there is only one other 
flag, the American Flag has the 
place of honor on the right, having 
the flag of the other country, 
organization or state on its left. 

In Passing Review. — A stand of 
colors on parade passing a reviewing 
oflicer recognizes him in the follow- 
ing manner: 

The l>earer of a state or organiza- 
tion flag dips his flag as be passes 
the reviewing officer. The Amer- 
ican Flag, however, is never dipped, 
whether on parade or elsewhere. 

Distress Signal. — To fly the Am- 
erican Flag upside down is a signal 
of dire distress which should he an- 
swered immediately. This signal is 
only used at sea. 

Portraying. — When portraying the 
American Flag, always show it with 
the stripes horizontal, field in the 
upper left hand corner and attached 
to a staff 

Unveiling Ceremonies. — In unveil- 
ing ceremonies, when the flag is 
used to cover the monument or bust, 
it should always be raised, never al- 
lowed to fall to the ground. 

Displaying with Others. — When a 
number of flags are displayed on 
poles the American Flag is hoisted 
in the most conspicuous position. 
It is raised firni ;in(I taken down 
la»t.—Le/ax.

I still maintain Rolf Harmsen, the 
" Deaf Dane from Dakota," is the 
greatest sprinting prospect in the 
world, despite the fact Rolf failed to 
perform up to expectations in the 
three days of the National A. A. U. 
games on Stagg F'ield. 

That I am by no means alone in 
my belief could be instantly proven 
by revealing the inside dope on 
events to come. But that is not yet 
ready for " release." Suffice to say, 
Coach Behr, of the championship 
Illinois A. C, has made agreements 
with Rolf to leave college next 
spring and report promptly at the 
proper piece, the moment the Ameri- 
can team for the Olympic games 
starts to train. 

Behr had corrected Harmsen'sone 
great fault — slow starting, and in- 
stead of starting slowly and finish- 
ing fast Harmsen showed one of 
those peculiar form reversals, which 
afflict men and horses alike — he 
started fast and slackened at the 
finish. Perhaps reducing from 181 
to 169 in two weeks, had something 
to do with it. " The less weight I 
have to carry, the faster I can skip," 
Rolf figured out. However, he fail- 
ed to reckon on the loss of strength : 
only wily veterans of any game can 
reduce poundage and still perform at 
their best. 

In the Junior championships of 
Friday, August 31st, Rolf won the 
opening heat of the 100 yards in a 
canter, time 10 4-10, He looked 
like a world beater right then. 
There were four heats and a special 
heat for second men. Six men 
.started in the final, finishing in the 
slow time of 10 i-io, as follows: 
I — H. Jones, I. A. C. ; 2 — Herman- 
sen, Chicago A. A. ; 3 — Higgins, 
University of Michigan ; 4 — Heine- 
man, unattached ; 5 — Harmsen. I. 
A. C ; 7 — Roberts, University of 
Iowa. 

Harmsen made the finals of the 
220-yard dash also ; he led coming 
around the turn, until he met the 
head wind blowing up the home 
stretch. As Rolf was the biggest 
sprinter in the entire event, he had 
more " sail surface" for the wind to 
interfere with, and finished fifth. 
This wind prevented any faster time 
than 10 I- ID for the century during 
the entire meet — although at least 
six of the men had done gf repeated 
ly In training. 

The runner finishing last in this 
220 final was none other than Gene 
Goodwillie — National schoolboy 

champion, who last June electrified 
the country by doing 100 in 9 7-10, 
Goodwillie was the "dud" of the 
day. 

In the senior 100 and 220, the 
following day, Rolf lost in both trial 
heats — heavy head-wind again. 

In the relay races of the closing 
d.ny. Labor Day, Rolf ran on the 
440 and 880 I. A. C. Relay Teams 
—both teams finishing third to 
Newark, N. J., and the Boston A. 
C. He gets bronze medals for that. 
Harmsen and Jones ran on both 
of these relay teams, the other men 
being changed. Opening the 880 
relay, Harmsen finished his 220 
yards stretch io second place, beat- 
ing Hermanson by two yards. Her- 
manson had won second in the 100 
juniors and fourth in the 100 
seniors. 

Albert Washington — the colored 
collegian bad Rolf l)eaten in prac- 
tice every time, they started a week 
before, won second in the senior 
loo— inches behind the great Mur- 
chison. Had there been no wind, 
Rolf figured to have the event cinch- 
ed on " form." 

The Chicago /fej/ of August 31 st 
ran a lieautifnl picture of Harmsen. 

The I. A C. paid all his expenses 
from North Dakota — close to $150 
in all. 

He left for home on the 4th, in- 
tending to re-enter Gallaudet Col- 
lege on the 19th. While here, he

Travel and Kduoatlon 

There is no question that the in- 
crease iu the freight charge aud the 
passenger fares now in effect was ne- 
cessary to the continued operation of 
the railways, and so far as it enables 
the roads to improve their equip 
ment it will benefit the country; but 
in .so far as it lessens shipments and 
reduces the amount of travel it will 
be an evil. 

In a broad .sense the history of 
civilization is the history of high- 
ways and means of communication 
In the days of Rome, when there 
was no better tractive force than the 
horse, the road was the main thing ; 
and Rome built roads that stand 
to-day. Steam introduced a new 
era, in which the vehicle and the 
motive power were as important as 
the roadbed. The invention of the 
internal combustion engine, which 
made the automobile possible, was 
only a prolongation of that era : the 
roadbed Is still important. But the 
aeroplane makes the road of little or 
no account. Tlie vehicle and the 
driving power are what count 

Every improvcnient has increased 
the volume of travel and of traffic, 
and both are educational. Go into 
the Allegheny Mountaius after you 
have become familiar with New 
England aud the Middle West, and 
note the geographical difference. In 
New England and New York State 
the valleys are broad The streams 
flow through wide bottom lands in 
which there is plenty of room for 
railways and carriage roads. Travel 
and trausi>ortatiou are therefore 
easy, and the population has always 
been able to exchange goods ami 
ideas, aud iu coii.sequence is cultivat- 
ed and progressive. 

The southern Alleghenies, on the 
other hand, present a jumble of 
mountain ranges the slopes of which 
meet at the bottom. There are no 
wide ualleys. In a great part of the 
region there Is hardly room for even 
a carriage road to cling and claw its 
way along the base of the 
hills above the mountain streams. 
In many places the only avenue is 
the bed of the stfaem itself, and the 
only conveyance, a horse. The 
result is a population that is of 
splendid stock, with admirable 
capacity for everything that is 
worthy, but is too often ignorant 
and narrow-minded. The back- 
wardness of the Southeru moun- 
taineers needs no other explanation 
than Shakespare's remark that 
"Horaekeeping youth have ever 
homely wits." 

The new rates will probably have 
little effect on travel for business, 
but they will undoubtedly lessen 
pleasure travel; so we must face the 
di.sagreeable fact that our education- 
al facilities are now a little poorer 
than they were. 



Aatomatlo Afiroplanea 

During the war an automatic aero- 
plane was invented, according to 
Mr. Prank Parker Stockbridge in 
Harper's Magawine, that was to 
have been used to drop quantities of 
Lewisite, the new American })oison- 
ous gas, on various places in Ger- 
many. Orville Wright worked out 
the principle of the automatic aero- 
plane at his ex|)erlmental aviation 
laboratories at Dayton, and it is 
based on the automatic stabilizer 
that he Invented in 1913, which con- 
sits of two pendulums, one swinging 
in a plane parallel to the machine's 
line of flight aud the other Irans- 
ver.sley. These pondulras are so at- 
tached to the wing and tail controls 
that when the machine start.s lo rise 
or descend at a dangerous or unde- 
sirable angle, or banks too steeply 
in a lateral direction, the ailerons 
and elevators are automatically ad- 
justed to a position that brings the 
craft back on a level keel. 

For military purposes a small 



gyroscope was combined with the 
Wright stabilizer and so connected 
with a clockwork mechanism that 
the plane could fly over any 
predetermined course before dropp- 
ing its load of gas bombs. Thus, it 
might be so adjusted as to fly round 
a mountain that completely conceal- 
ed two opposing armies from each 
other. ,t literally enabled the 
attacking force to " shoot round a 
coiner." Numerous experimental 
flights proved that the contrivance 
would work, aud the most 
spectacular of them showed that a 
machine so equipped has automatic 
stability in the air beyond anything 
its makers had dreamed of. 

The automatic aeroplane was sent 
up at the Wright flying field, near 
Dayton. When il bad flown a short 
distance, a sudden gust of wind 
caught it, and the control mechanism 
became jammed for a moment. To 
the alarm of the spectators, the nose 
of the plane pointed straight up into 
the air. It paused there an instant, 
as if at>eut to drop into a tailspiu, 
then grncefuUy "looped the loop" 
and resumed its horizontal course. 
But iu looping the loop the clock- 
work control mechanism fell out ; so 
instead of coming back after making 
a .short turn over the neighboring 
countryside the aeroplane, nearly a 
mile in the air, swung wide over the 
city of Dayton. Then l)ack it came 
toward the flying field. No less 
than four times the uncontrolled 
plane circled over the city and back 
again to the flying field At last its 
gasoline was exhausted and having 
traveled more than a hundred miles 
alone in the air, it lauded with a 
crash in a near-byfield. 

Although this contrivance was 
perfected too late to be used iu the 
war, it gives added weight to Gen. 
Gourand's prediction that, although 
this war was sadly savage and 
destructive, the next will be even 
more savage and destructive.

When Georgia Washington was 
President of the United Stales, 
Congress decided lo give three 
hundred thousand dollars to have 
an Executive Mansion, or *' Home 
of the Presidenl," tiuilt. 

A prize of five hundred dollars 
was offered lo the architect who 
would draw the liesi plans for tli > 
house. John Holian, an Iiishman, 
from CharleMton, S. C, won tne 
prize He superintendi-d the con 
siruclion and il was built very much 
like the "Palace" or' the Duke of 
Leinster of DuUlin, Ireland. It 
was made of Handstoiie from the 
Maryland and Virginia quarries. 
The stone was brouyiht in boats from 
there to Washington on the Potomao 
River. 

It look seven years to build if. 
A few days before the dealli of 
Washiiiglon, he saw part of the 
house. 

George Washington and his wife, 
Martha, never lived in the White 
House, but Geoige Washingloii was 
inleresied in having a nice home 
l)uilt for the President. He was 
llieie when the autneiHtone was laid 
in 1792. 

JohiiQuinoy Adams an<! his wife, 
Abigail, were the first persons to 
live in the While House. They 
moved there in Novemlier, 1800, 
liul Ihey lived there only a few 
monlhs befoie Thomas jeffersou 
l)ecaino the President. 

Ill 1814 Ihe "Executive" was 
burned down by the liritish. Only 
the walls aud framework were left 
standing. 

Several years later, il was rebuilt 
and painted wlii<e to cover the 
smoke stains. Since that lime the 
"Kxi'ciitive Mansion" has been 
called the " White House." It is 
painted very often and is always as 
while as snow. 

Il was repaired, and some con- 
servatories and offices wore added 
to il, while Theodore Roosevelt was 
PreMideni ol the United Stales. — 
The Deaf Carolinian. 



Home Strange Ttniepleoca. 

Travi^leis state that Liberia, in 
Africa, has neither clock nor time- 
piece of any sort. The i-< okoning 
of lime is iua<le entirely hy the 
movement anri posiliun of the sun, 
which rises al G AM. and sets at 
6 P M., almost to the minute the 
year round, and at noon is vertically 
overhead. The islanders of the 
South Pacific have no clocks, but 
make a curious time marker of 
their own. They lake the kernels 
from the nuts of the candle tree and 
wash and siting IheiH onto the tit) 
of a [lalm leaf. The flrat or top 
kernel is then ligbted. 

All of Ihe kernels are of the same 
size and siibstanoe, aud each will 
burn a ceriain number of minulea 
and then set fire to the one next be- 
low. The natives lie pieces of 
black clolli at regular intervals 
along Ihe strings to mark the divi- 
sions of lime. 

Among the unlives of Singar, iu 
the Malay Aichipelairo, another 
peculiar device is used. Two 
bottles are placed neck and neck 
and sand Is put in one of them, 
which pours Itself Into the other 
once every half-hour, wheu the 
bottles are reversed. There is a line 
near by also, on which are hung 
twelve rods marke<l with iiotcheH 
from* one to twelve. A regularly 
n|i|<oinled keeper atleiids lo the 
buttles and rods mtxI -ouihIh Ihe 
hour upon n ^ou^

And when a printer thinks of the 
many great men who have set type 
and fed presses, he should feel 
prond of his profession, indeed. 

The immortal Benjamin Franklin 
was one of the greatest printers, 
but before his time and afterwaids 
there were many other men who 
t>eoame famous after they had 
"graduated" from the printing 
office. Prince Edward William 
and Prince Napoleon were proud to 
call themselves printers. William 
Caxtou, "The Father of English 
Literature," was an all'round 
printer. The list of the other 
brilliant men who were praotioal 
printers includes such names as: N. 
P. Wills, C. P. Morris, Innis Gates, 
Charles Richardson, James Parker, 
Horace Greeley, Charles Dickens, 
Jaiues Buchanan, Simon Cameron 
and Schuyler Colfax. To read the 
history and progress of these 
leaders is to realize the fact that a 
printing office is a wonderful 
" Prep" School. 

Shall the world ever foiget such 
names as Mark Twain, Bret Harte, 
.Vrtemus Ward, Amos Cnmmiugs, 
Sit Lovinggood and I^'etroleum V. 
Nasby ? All were good printers, 
and in their writings they bften 
delighted in referring to their print- 
shop experience. Not a few Gover- 
nors of States had been journey- 
men printers, and several of them 
were master printers. The list of 
United State Senators and members 
of Congress who had worked in 
printing offices is of no mean length. 
Among the beat known clergymen, 
doctors, lawyers, and college pro- 
fessors will t>e found the namt*.** of 
nnmerous men who came up frt>ni 
the ranks of printers.
